‘ Y ou can say for me that the re­ 
tail liquor dealers arc not so foolish 
as to consider for a single moment 
any pouting over 
the 
slot-machine 
enforcement,” said President C y S n y ­ 
der of the Rota I l i q u o r Dealers’ as­ 
sociation this morning. 
“ W e arc not 
contemplating any retaliatory action 
bcacuse the brewers agreed with the 
pastors not to fight

against tile slot machines. 
Y ou can 
say for me we will not even consider 
any such action.” 
President Snyder was positive

his declaration that talk of the saloon­ 
keepers demanding Sunday closing to 
“ get even” with the brewers for their 
part in the slot-machine closing was 
foolish.

saloonkepers 
were not growling about 
whatever 
enforcement of the law' the police had 
decided upon, and were satisfied, and 
would not try sulking as a means of 
iiav ng the >U»t machine privilege re­ 
stored.

leading saloon men today, that any 
talk of retaliation which may have 
been afloat emanated from idle go s­ 


s i p e r s , and that it has not the sanc­ 
tion of the be>t class of saloon men, 
or any other class, for that matter. 
“ I had not heard of any talk of t r y ­ 
ing to ‘get even’ with the brewers by 
demanding the closing of all slaoons 
on Sunday,” said “ H ub” Miller, pro­ 
prietor of the new Theater Buffet to­ 
day. 
“ W e arc not antagonizing any­ 
one. 
T h e policy of most saloon men, 
I think, is to keep still.

Th e board of education last night 


heard a report from E. W .

NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 5— The bark 
Charles Loring, carrying 380.000 feet 
of lumber from Savannah to 
New 
York. was run into and sent to the 
— bottom by the Old Dominion steamer 
Seneca last night for miles off Sea 
Girt, N. J. 
The collision occurred in a dense 
fog. 
No one was injured and no lives 
were lost. 
With great difficulty the 
crew of the steamer succeeded 
in 
rescuing Captain II. Debuhr and his 
crew' of nine men from the sinking 
hark. 
At one time a boat from the 
Seneca contain six men became lost 
and was not picked up until after two 
hours. 
Captain Debuhr blames the Old Do­ 
minion liner for the sinking of his 
craft, and the master of the Seneca 
puts the responsibility on the Lor- 
ing’s skipper. 
The crash occurred at the supper 
hour, when the dining saloon of the 
Seneca was crowded. 
Wehn through 
the fog the Seneca was seen bearing 
down on the bark, there wras no time 
for putting about. 
The collision was 
almost immediate. 
The 
bark 
was 
nearly torn in twain and the glass in 
the Seneca’s doling room was shat­ 
tered. 
A panic among the passengers 
of the Seneca was quelled by the offi­ 
cers and crew. 
The Loring’s cargo of lumber prob­ 
ably prevented it from going down 
with all hands before help could reach 
it. 
The ship’s cat sought safety in 
the rigging and could not be 
per­ 
suaded to come down. 


ENGINE PDRSDES 
BLACK FOX 


a producer gas engine, have 
just 
been added to the equipment of the 
college of engineering of the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin. 
These producers 
will be used for instructional purpos­ 
es as well as for investigation. 
Many 
problems relating to producer 
gas 
that may be derived from different 
fuels remain to be solved, and some 
of these are under consideration at 
the present time. 
The department 
of mechanical 
engineering, 
under 
Prof.A. 
\Y. Richter, is investigating 
methods of drying wet fuels and of 
making them available for producer 
and other uses. 
The new producers 
will be used for the instruction of 
students, who will be taught to man­ 
ipulate them and to determine the 
co>t of operation as compared with 
that of other methods of power pro­ 
duction. 
More Power With Less Fuel 
The gas producer with the gas cn- 
g ne permits an enormous saving in 
fuel when compared with the older 
steam engine. 
Together they will 
give as much power with one pound 
of coal as is usually obtained from 
a steam engine with from three to 
eight pounds of coal. 
The thermal 
efficiency of the producer is about 
eighty-five per cent, together 
vc th 
the high thermal efficiency of the en­ 
gine, makes possible a very 
great 
economy of fuel. 
Uses All Kinds of Fuel 
It is believed that these products 
will come into general use rapidly, 
particularly as it seems likely that in 
them can be used every available fuel, 
from city garbage and other refuse 
to anthracite coal. The fuel question 
and the problem of available fuel sup­ 
ply is of prime importance. 
Though 
scientists may be divided as to the 
amount of available coal, it is certain 
that at the present rate of consump­ 
tion the supply will be exhausted in 
a comparatively short time. 
The gas 
producer is a means of retarding this 
enormous use of coal, and extending 
the time when the natural foul supply 
of the world will be exhausted. 
Construction 
The producers just installed in the 
mechanical laboratories of the col­ 
lege of engineering consist of large 
cylinders lined with fire brick. Near 
the bottom is a grate with an ash bin 
underneath. 
Near the top of the pro­ 
ducer is a shallow vessel filled with 
water so placed that the hot gases 
coming 
from 
the 
fuel 
bed 
pass 
around it and vaporize the water. The 
fuel is introduced at the top in a 
small cylindrical hopper, and the air 
is supplied by a fan near the bottom. 
A small cylinder next to the pro­ 
ducer is called the “scrubber,” and i^ 
filled with coke. 
How it Operates 
A deep bed of highly incandescent 
fuel is maintained above the ash zone 
on the grate of the producer. 
The 
air entering at the top of the pro­ 
ducer takes up water vapor by pas­ 
sing over the surface of heated water, 
and then comes in contact w th tile 
highly heated carbon of the 
fuel, 
when carbonic oxide, a combustible 
gas, is formed. 
This gas passes from 
the producer to the adjoining “scrub
